Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): 35 USC 102(e) rejection of claim 10,15, and 23-25 as being 
anticipated by DeBrabant and the 35 USC 103(a) rejection of claims 11-14 in view of DeBrabant, as modifed, have been overcome by 
Applicant's arguments. However, the rejections based on Miyashita et at. remain, and, therefore, the finality of the rejection is 
maintained. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has interpreted the limitations 
regarding the lock member engaging/disengaging the cross member too narrowly to require that the lock member come into direct 
contact with the cross member to achieve the locked position. Claim 16 merely requires that the lock member control the motion or 
operation of the cross member when the lock member is in the locked position. With respect to Miyashita et al., the cross member 
rotation is restricted when the gear 44 and member 48 of the lock member mesh in the locked position, and, therefore, the motion or 
operation of the cross member is controlled by the locked member when in the locked position. 
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
